Not Ihe 
least interesting part ol tha ceremony noa the 
imposing procession which escorted Mr Wil< 
ton from Aurora lo Newmarket. It formed 
at the former village on the arrival of the 
morning cars, ood long as it was at atarling, 
it swelled to very much larger dimensions as 
it proceeded,' Altogether, ns many as JGO 
cullers and sleighs joined forces at different 
stages of the route.

Tho Attoiiity*(*eiH-rul himself has declared 
that the conliauouv and .systematic juling of 
one section by a nnjoiity from the other is 
unjust ; nay, be has gone further, ond with 
several other of bib colleague*, declired in a 
written application to the Duke of Newcastle, 
tbiil seme changes arc absolutely necessary in 
tbc cohslitulion of the government. (Hear, 
hear) He has declared that the Union does 
not work well, and that unlesa some important 
changes arc tminediatoly 'made the proceeding* 
in llfu Legislature will bo brought to a dead 
lock. (Wear, hear.) Il is not only the be- 
lief of the Ministry, but of oil thinking men. 
that constitutional changes arc' required. We 
arc not called on at the present' moment to say 
what precise change will Jjg most desir.iklo.-r- 
The eatiro reparation of the two Provinces 
has been spoken of, but 1 candidly confers 
Ibis is not tbc scheme which adapts itself lo 
my mind. (Iltar, hear.) I dive formed no 
positive opinion on tbo subject, hut ot the 
present moment I see what appears to me to 
be almost insuperable difficulties In the way of 
a dissolution pure tt simple. ' (Hear, bear. ) 
Another scheme is the confederation of all the 
Hriiish North American Provinces. Such a 
a scheme as that, of course, requires much 
coasidcration ond much information, for w*.* 
ought to knorr Ihe relative position of the 
several members of Ihe proposed confederacy 
— their wealth, their population — and we must 
determine what advantage it will be lo us to 
be connected with each one of them — with 
Nosa .Scotia, with Nenfoui.dfjiid, and v) with 
iho rest—and we must make sure that we will 
work harmoniously together, for, peibaps, the 
chances are thai tbc introduction or a greater' 
number of Provinces into (he coafeduiac'v, in- 
stead of removing the difficulties of ibj present 
Union will only complicate and render them 
more incurable. This confederation of the 
Province which Ministers are so anxious to 
press upon usis, perhaps ilia very worst change 
which under present cireum>tanccs could pos- 
sibly be made in our form of govcrnincfll. 
This was the last cry until ll. elate Ministerial 
journey. Now il will be observed that has 
been given up, ami (be cry.is rio longer federal. 
lion, nor the double maj'jrity, nor icpietcnla- 
lion by populjtion, but "the Union josl as it 
is." (Hear, bear.) The Attomey-tJcneral 
has declared — " 1 d'.n'l core bow uicVty any 
i'iorvl.1* differed from me heietoforc— I don't 
care how i:'.r«t;«*tty men have fciUd n ii'h me 
upon former occasions- -if lliose »bo have se- 
ed willi me upon former occasions— if thoie 
who have acted cordially with me before dif- 
fer from tnu now ori the subject ol Union, 1 
casl ibem oft' for ever, and if men »ho'havc 
been Oppoaed lo me throughout tbeir lives are 
agreed with iric in inaiolahiing tbc present 
Union, these men, and none other, I will 
count as my frieods.'» From this we ate that 
41 Union" ii to be the cry al iho next eltc- 
tion, Wc see that the Alinisfrv are resolved 
to continue the existing foiin of government, 
vrilbout modification and without change. 
Now, just comider for a moment the tnojs- 
trous inconsistency of these gentternro. Two 
or three years ago, under their o»>n hands, in 
a formal State document, they declared. lo 
the Colonial Secretary, that some chaoge mutt 
be made ; lhj| iho Union did not work bar- 
moniousty and never would work well, and in 
|)ieir opinion a general confederation must 
take place. Now, however, they abandon 
tbeir ftolcmnty recorded opinion, and tell ui 
ibat they must and witj have Ihe Union just as 
it is. Here, then, is an Important poiot of in- 
formation 'gaint-d. one upon which every con- 
stituency should lit well informed 'and be pre- 
pared to instruct .llieir merrbcr upon. We 
now know jn Ike most' pulhorilivc manner that 
no change in the form of government will be 
allowed, jhat no desire for it will be tolerated 
for a moment.
